The Title of the Invention has been amended. No claims have been 
amended. Claims 9 and 35 have been cancelled. Claims 1-8 and 10-34 remain 
5 in the application. Further examination and reconsideration of the application, as 
amended, is hereby requested. 

In Section 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner stated the title is not 
descriptive. Applicant has amended the title to make it more descriptive of at least 
10 one aspect of Applicant's invention. 

In Section 6 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 9 and 35 
under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by US Patent Application Publication 
US 2003/0058674. Applicant has cancelled claims 9 and 35 thus obviating this 
is rejection. 

In Section 7 of the Office Action, the Examiner indicated that claims 1-8 
and 10-34 were allowable.
